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‘A waste of money’ 

County council’s public consultation into the future of Haverhill town 
centre told us nothing we didn’t already know, says the mayor

TOWN mayor Cllr Roger 
Andre has criticised a recent 
consultation on the future of 
Haverhill’s town centre. 

School pupils, residents 
and councillors alike were 
invited to share their 
thoughts in a series of work¬ 
shops held in September. 

Now, Suffolk County 
Council has revealed what 
needs to be done to meet the 
objectives. 

Their document notes that 
though local people are 
proud of Haverhill and its 
recent progress, the town 
needs to broaden its options 
and offer more for young 
people. 

Findings from the work¬ 
shops, an online survey and 
a public drop-in session 
revealed that work also 
needs to be done on “pedes¬ 
trian comfort”, improving 
cycle routes and parking 
around the High Street 
needs to be addressed. 

But Cllr Andre said the 
consultation was “a waste of 
money” as the recommen¬ 
dations “tell us nothing that 
we did not already know”. 

He said: “The recommen¬ 
dations are bland and lack¬ 
ing in any specific conclu¬ 
sions.

“In all, the process has 
been a huge waste of public 
funds and makes no contri¬ 
bution to moving forward.” 

The public came up with a 
range of suggestions, includ¬ 
ing a pedestrianised high 
street. 

Students from Castle 
Manor and Samuel Ward 
Academies said there were 
too many gambling and 
charity shops and not 
enough places for young 
people to socialise. 

They want to see better 
pavements to encourage 
people to walk as well as 
enough shops to keep people 
in the town. 

Suffolk County Council has 
recommended that in order 
to deliver what residents 
want, the town needs to 
“rebuild a shared and locally 
owned vision of the future”. 

The county’s report will be 
incorporated into St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s master plan initia¬ 


tive for the town. 

The borough council has 
also co-ordinated Vision 
2031 plans, which details 
changes to be made over the 
next two decades. 

Despite Vision 2031 recog¬ 
nising that the town centre is 
the heart of Haverhill, the 
county’s consultation ruled 
that the challenges faced by 
the town centre need “far 
more focused work than can 
be achieved through a town 
wide document”. 

A St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council spokeswoman said: 
“The supplementary com¬ 
ments and information 
gathered by the county 
council’s exercise will pro¬ 
vide useful evidence in the 
preparation of the town cen¬ 
tre master plan. 

“Early preparatory work on 
the scope and content of the 
master plan is commencing 
but the timetable for public 
involvement has yet to be 
agreed, although it is unlike¬ 
ly to be before the new year.” 

Following its consultation, 
Vision 2031 was passed 
through by the borough 
council in its draft version. 
All objections made will be 
explored by the planning 
inspector next year.

Work starts 
town’s new 


PUPILS have started work on an 
innovative town clock by folding 
paper angels. 

The clock, designed by students 
at Samuel Ward Academy, is 
going to have three clock faces 
held up by angel-like figures 
pointing to Jubilee Walk, 
Haverhill High Street and the bus 
station. 

It will be made mostly from 
stainless steel to keep cost at a 
minimum. 

Neil Williams, head of art and 
design at the school, explained 
that the paper folding will help 
determine the best way to make 
the figures. 

He said: “They will be traced 
onto stainless steel and cut out 
before being bent - that way the 
work can be done by the stu¬ 
dents.” 

The steel will be folded around 
a mould of the figure, to give the 
illusion that they are three-

dimensional when mounted. 

Mr Williams is asking children 
from all of Haverhill’s schools to 
have a go at paper folding in a bid 
to help the clock design along. 

He said: “We want all students 
from all key stage levels to be 
involved and we want them to be 
able to do as much of the work as 
possible so they can feel as if they 
have contributed.” 

Samuel Ward’s proposed design 
was approved by town council¬ 
lors on October 29. 

The town council has pledged 
£10,000 to completion of the pro¬ 
ject, as well as making their own 
observations about the final 
product. 

Councillors suggested lighting 
the clock from the inside to 
ensure it can be seen at night and 
including numerals on the clock 
faces. Mr Williams said that

making the clock almost entirely 
from stainless steel will allow 
lighting and other options to be 
explored. 

As well as primary schools 
across Haverhill getting involved, 
local companies and members of 
the public are also being encour¬ 
aged to take part. 

Weekly workshops to complete 
the clock are being held at Samuel 
Ward every Sunday between 8am 
and 12pm. 

Mr Williams said: “We’re still 
hoping to get the clock up as near 
to Christmas as possible - we’ll 
do everything we can to get it 
done before then. If any compa¬ 
nies or individuals want to take 
part in the work, please get in 
touch.”

HISTORIC cottages that date back to 
the 1820s have been saved from demo¬ 
lition. 

The houses, at number 85 and 87 on 
Haverhill High Street, could have been 
knocked down to make way for six new 
flats, as proposed by the Havebury 
Housing Partnership. 

But on November 7 St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s Development 
Control Committee refused the plans 
and chose to save part of the town’s 
heritage. 

County councillor Tony Brown, who 
represents Haverhill East and 
Kedington, hailed the decision as “fun¬ 
damental” for Haverhill, and praised 
town councillors, borough councillors 
and fellow county councillors for stand¬ 
ing up and working together. 

He said: “It is the day that the town 
fought back and won - the borough are 
finally thinking about the heritage of 
the town. In Haverhill, buildings like 
this are rare, and we don’t have many 
left. 

“We all worked on this together, and 


pushed for the good of the town.” 

The historic cottages, made from clay 
lump, are thought to be the oldest 
buildings left on the high street. 

Haverhill taxi driver Jason Crooks 
took steps to get the cottages listed ear¬ 
lier this year in a bid to save them from 
destruction. 

Depsite the application being refused, 
Mr Crooks was told by English Heritage 
that the buildings were of “local histori¬ 
cal significance”. 

Mr Crooks, of Little Thurlow, said: 


“I’m absolutely delighted at the deci¬ 
sion from the development committee. 

“I hope Havebury now embrace the 
words of the committee and residents 
of Haverhill and restore the cottages. 

“It was great to see ah our local coun¬ 
cillors from both sides of the political 
divide united in support for the cottag¬ 
es.” 

Will Austin, town clerk, attended the 
meeting on behalf of Haverhill Town 
Council and set out their objections. 

The committee voted 7-5 in favour of 


refusing demolition. 

He said: “These cottages are some 200 
years old and we believe they are the 
oldest buildings in Haverhill High 
Street. 

“Although not listed buildings they 
are an important part of the town’s her¬ 
itage. The construction materials and 
techniques used are unusual, and as 
residences they are of historical impor¬ 
tance.” 

Mr Austin plans to meet with repre¬ 
sentatives from Havebury Housing to 
discuss how affordable housing can be 
delivered in the town centre, while still 
preserving Haverhill’s heritage. 

Havebury bought the cottages earlier 
this year, but an independent report 
has revealed that they “are not repaira¬ 
ble at a reasonable cost”. 

Karen Mayhew, Chief Executive at 
Havebury, said: “This small develop¬ 
ment would have provided the oppor¬ 
tunity for local people to move into 
modern, energy efficient homes in the 
town centre. 

“For those families waiting, we are 
saddened an opportunity has been 
missed to build more new homes which 
we sorely need.”

Teen escapes 
jail term after 
stealing from 
his mum’s flat 


A TEENAGER who stole from 
his mother’s home and raided 
a homeless centre has avoid¬ 
ed custody. 

Daniel Timson, 18, of Camps 
Road, Haverhill, stole his 
mother’s partner’s phone and 
helped himself to chicken 
and fish from the freezer. 

A few days after the break 
in, which happened over¬ 
night between July 20 and 21 
this year, Timson was one of a 
group of intruders who took 
cash, stamps, a TV set, three 
phones and a camera from a 
homeless centre. 

The items stolen from the 
Limes Hostel, also in Camps 
Road, and the cost of the 
damage caused came to £719.

Timson was arrested after 
being spotted by his mother’s 
partner in the town library. 

The court heard that on 
arrest, Timson shouted to 
him: “You wait till I get back 
to Haverhill. You are dead. 
I’m going to kill you.” 

Timson pleaded guilty at 
magistrates’ court to two 
counts of burglary and one of 
witness intimidation before 
being sentenced at Ipswich 
Crown Court on November 
11 . 

Charles Myatt, defending, 
said it was a “miracle” that 
Timson only had one previ¬ 


ous offence against him due 
to his difficult upbringing. 

Timson had been in care 
since the age of 6, staying at 
15 different foster homes and 
having 20 different social 
workers. 

Mr Myatt said that Timson 
had managed to obtain a 
string of educational qualifi¬ 
cations, despite his troubled 
start, and that this showed 
strength of character. 

Judge John Holt sentenced 
Timson to 200 hours of 
unpaid community work, 
and placed him under the 
supervision of the probation 
service for two years. 

He said: “I am going to give 
you a chance.”

CHRISTMAS day is 
traditionally a time for 
celebrating, resting and 
enjoying family time at home. 
But for many of the hundreds 
of thousands of children in 
England responsible for caring 
for their loved ones, their 
duties do not stop on this 
special day. 

Getting up at 6am, making 
breakfast for an ill or disabled 
parent, looking after a poorly 
younger sibling, cleaning the 
house or preparing Christmas 
lunch are just some of the 
responsibilities young carers 
will be carrying out, while 
many other children have a 
restful day at home. 

There are 166,000 young carers 
in England, but we believe this 
figure is just the tip of the 
iceberg - many more children 
remain hidden from view and 
are slipping through the net, 
undetected by services. 
Shockingly, for young carers 
some of whom are as young as 
five years old, this has 
increased by 80 per cent over 
the last decade alone. 

It is vital these children get the 
support they desperately need.

U3A MEETING: Eve Regelous, The 
History of Harrods 

A SHOW of hands revealed that 
very few of in the U3A members 
present had never been shopping 
at Harrods departmental store in 
Knightsbridge. 

The dozen or so photographs 
which Eve Regelous had brought 
along to display captured well the 
unmistakable ambience of the 
largest retail shop in Europe 

Before getting into the history of 
the well known store, Eve told us 
the unusual way she became 
involved as she was a professional 
magician approached by Harrods 
to entertain at Christmastime. 

She and her husband, Peter, were 
re-engaged over a 10 year period 
during a time of change of owner¬ 


ship, but not of the revered stand¬ 
ards set for the staff and customers 
many years before, which even 
extended to taking people to law 
for copying their “unique colours”, 
green and gold used on emblems 
for promotional literature and 
their “iconic” carrier bags. 

Aged only 25, Charles Henry 
Harrod started his business in 
Borough High Street in 1824 and 
after moving to the East End with a 
special interest in tea, made the 
final move to Bromton Road to 
capitalise on trade at the Great 
Exhibition of 1851. 

Harrods son, Charles Digby 
expanded the business to employ 
100 staff by 1880, but in 1883, disas¬ 
ter struck, a massive fire destroyed 
the shop and the Christmas stock. 
So as not to disappoint any of his 
valued customers, Charles Harrod 
remarkably fulfilled every order on 
time and in the process made a 
record profit. 

A brand new building was built 
on the Knightsbridge site which a 


few years later incorporated 
England’s first moving staircase, a 
scary device for which those brave 
enough to use it were offered bran¬ 
dy if they reached the top. The 
“great and good” of London’s soci¬ 
ety became customers and many 
others were attracted by the new 
credit facilities on offer, and by 
1905 the present building was 
completed, and business with 
Royal patronage added, expanded 
and flourished The War effort 
included the manufacture of (silk) 
parachutes and bomber parts. In 
1959 House of Fraser bought 
Harrods who in 1985 sold out to 
The Fayed brothers for£615M after 
a bitter struggle with Lhonro’s Tiny 
Rowland. 

Mohamed Al-Fayed became the 
face of Harrods and after a “spat” 
with the Duke of Edinburgh, 
destroyed the Royal Coat of Arms. 
More Royal press coverage came 
after the deaths of his son, Dodi 
and Princess Diana. 

A statue was erected in Harrods 


together with many photographs 
of the couple. Another commis¬ 
sioned statue dedicated to Michael 
Jackson has however found an 
unexpected home at the Craven 
Cottage football ground. 

In 1994 Al-Fayed severed associa¬ 
tion with House of Fraser, but 
retained ownership of Harrods 
until 2010 when he sold it to Qatar 
Holdings for a reputed £1.5bn with 
the hope that “the legacy and tradi¬ 
tions to which he adhered would 
be continued”. 

It appears that Harrods will 
remain in foreign hands for the 
immediate future and the new 
directors are looking at markets in 
the Far East as the store’s appeal 
widens. Eve’s talk with the added 
dimension of the personal touch 
was enjoyed by all.

Cllr Ager made a great contribu¬ 
tion to Haverhill’s arts and music 
scene and the service, held on 
November 6, celebrated this too. 

Three performances, all involving 
members of the family, took place 
during the funeral.

Drugs to blame for theft, court told 


A SHOPLIFTER said he was in a “zombie¬ 
like” state from the medication he was 
taking when he tried to steal designer 
gloves from a department store. 

Damien Asplen - currently living at the 
Days Inn in Phoenix Road, Haverhill - 
pleaded guilty to the offence at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court following the theft on 
October 10 at John Lewis in Cambridge’s 
St Andrew’s Street. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, told the court 


the 21-year-old took Ralph Lauren gloves 
from a display and ripped the security tag 
off them, but was stopped by a staff 
member and the item was retrieved. 

Asplen, representing himself, said he 
wasn’t aware of what he was doing. 

He said: “I was in a zombie-like state due 
to my schitzophrenia drugs - it happens 
sometimes because it is a tranquiliser.” 

Magistrates heard the offence was the 
latest in a string of thefts by the defendant 


over the past two years. 

Claire Robinson, chairman of the bench, 
told Asplen: “We are concerned there 
seems to be a pattern of offending and 
whilst accepting that you have mental 
health problems you are commiting crimes 
and cannot just allow that to go 
unchecked.” 

A pre-sentence report was requested 
from the probation service, with Asplen 
bailed until December 3.

Drug user jailed 
for assaulting 
former partner 


A DRUG user has been jailed 
for assaulting his former 
partner and being in posses¬ 
sion of heroin, crack cocaine 
and cannabis. 

Timothy Clark, 27, ofAshlea 
Close, Haverhill, was sen¬ 
tenced to six months impris¬ 
onment at Ipswich Crown 
Court on November 8 after 
Judge Rupert Overbury 
described his previous record 
as “appalling”. 

Clark, who has appeared in 
court 14 times for 42 offences, 
pleaded guilty to three counts 
of possession of a class A drug 
and three of possession of a

class B drug. 

In July, Clark was stopped 
by police when travelling in a 
car in Mayfield Road, Bury St 
Edmunds. 

He was searched and was in 
possession of six wraps of 
heroin, five wraps of crack 
cocaine and a small quantity 
of cannabis. 

The 27-year-old said all were 
for personal use. 

After being bailed, Clark 
was arrested again in 
September after he allegedly 
struck his former partner on 


the head with a mobile phone 
during an argument. 

He denied the assault, but 
was convicted following a 
trial. 

Christopher Morgan, miti¬ 
gating, told the court that 
Clark had been a long term 
drug user, but was now taking 
steps to address his problem. 

On sentencing, Judge 
Overbury said: “It is up to you 
to demonstrate that you can 
move away from those areas 
and people which have 
caused you problems in the 
past. If you don’t, you know 
what will happen.”

Savannah’s striking beetle 
catches the judge’s eye

TALENTED photographers were 
tasked with exploring the flora and 
fauna surrounding East Town Park 
in a recent competition. 

The park’s first photography com¬ 
petition was launched in May in 
conjunction with professional wild¬ 
life photographer Colin Edwards. 

Mr Edwards, who is based in 
Haverhill, gave entrants until 
October 31 to capture stunning 
images of the park’s wildlife and 
beauty - with a framed print of the 
winning image and a day’s tuition 
with the wildlife photographer up 
for grabs for the winner. 

The photographs had to be taken 
within a 25-mile radius of the park, 
and there were two categories - one 
for adults and one for under 16s. 
Judges did not know who had taken 
the image until after the winners 
were chosen. 

Savannah Hanlon, 15, of 
Queensway, was chosen as a winner 
for her close up of a cardinal beetle. 

Nick Gray, also of Haverhill, took 


home the adult prize for his image 
of a burnet moth. 

Mr Edwards said: “Nick actually 
booked a one-to-one with me 
because he was struggling with his 
composition. It was great to see he 
managed to get it together to take 
such a nice image.” 

Savannah, who suffers from high- 
functioning autism, hailed the win 
as “the best news”. 

She said: “When I heard that I had 
won the competition, I couldn’t 
believe it. I was so happy. It was the 


best news I had had for a while.” 

Having high-functioning autism 
has led to Savannah feeling isolat¬ 
ed, explained mum Wendy, and bul¬ 
lying had knocked her self-confi¬ 
dence. 

Wendy said: “It was absolutely 
amazing to hear that she had won - 
it was the best thing that could have 
happened to us. 

“Her confidence has been so 
down, and this has helped build her 
back up again.” 

Savannah became interested in 


photography when she was 11 after 
becoming fascinated with her 
uncle’s close-up shots of insects. 

The competition at East Town 
Park is the first the 15-year-old has 
ever entered. 

She said: “When I am taking pho¬ 
tos I am so focused on the subject 
that all my worries go to the back of 
my mind. 

“When I have managed to get a 
good photograph it makes me feel 
proud.” 

Wendy added: “She can lose her¬ 
self in photography and she concen¬ 
trates on her pictures - she can have 
total control.” 

Colin Edwards took Savannah and 
Nick on a day’s tutorial to Bushy 
Park as part of their prize. 

The photographer gave the win¬ 
ners tips on how to improve their 
skills before taking them on a deer 
hunt to capture the animals with 
their cameras. 

Wendy said: “Savannah loved it - 
she wouldn’t stop talking about it 
the next day day - and when she 
talks about it you know she’s had a 
good time.”

THE COUNSELLOR

AUDIENCES may find them¬ 
selves in need of counselling 
sessions after two hours of 
twisted desire and treachery 
in Ridley Scott's erotically 
charged crime thriller. 

In the film's most 
memorable scene - and 
not necessarily for the right 
reasons - Cameron Diaz 
removes her underwear, 
mounts the bonnet of her 
boyfriend's convertible and 
energetically performs a 
gymnastic feat across the 
windscreen that would surely 
be better served by a sponge 
or chamois leather. 

Her all-guns-blazing 
portrayal is accompanied 
by terrific performances 
from Michael Fassbender 
and Penelope Cruz but all 
three are let down though 
by an overly complicated 
and wordy script which isn't 
remotely interested in the 
protagonists' emotional 
turmoil, just their suffering. 

Fassbender plays the 
nameless counsellor, whose 
girlfriend Laura (Cruz) 
tearfully accepts his marriage 
proposal. "I intend to love 
you until I die,'' he gushes. 

But that may be sooner 
than Laura thinks because he 



l 


has invested his fortune in 
a drug trafficking operation 
across the Texas-Mexico 
border. Inevitably, the deal 
goes bad and the counsellor 
is marked for death along 
with two associates from the 
criminal underworld - floral- 
shirted playboy Reiner (Javier 
Bardem) and swaggering 
cowboy Westray (Brad Pitt). 

While Westray jets off to 
London, Reiner is distracted 
by his gold-toothed girlfriend 
Malkina (Diaz), who owns 
two pet cheetahs. 

The Counsellor looks 
glorious courtesy of Scott's 
impeccable visuals, but all 
of that style means nothing 
when we can't forge an 
emotional bond to the 
characters as they wallow 
through the mire. 



Fassbender wrings himself 
dry of tears while Cruz is 
luminous as she provides 
sweetness and light to 
counterbalance Diaz's slinky 
predator. But dialogue 
is sodden with dense 
philosophical musings on 
the fragility of life that don't 
sound like anything normal 
people would say to one 
another. 

And when one doomed 
player takes an inordinate 
amount of time explaining 
the intricacies of a motorised 
device that tightens around 
the neck of a victim, we 
know it's only a matter of 
time before Scott realises 
this grisly vision in blood- 
drenched close-up. 

To that end, he doesn't 
disappoint.

GARDENING 

tips! 


YOU have probably planted most of your spring bulbs 
by now, but it's not too late to add tulips to the mix, 
ready to create a riot of colour next season. 

With this in mind, Consumers' Association 
magazine Which? Gardening has 
been scouring the country to ask 
head gardeners exactly how they 
achieve their show-stopping tulip 
displays. 

In RHS Garden Harlow Carr 
in Harrogate, North Yorkshire, 
they use a sizzling combination 
of Tulipa 'Ballerina' (orange), 

'Queen of Night' (dark purple) 
and 'Jan Reus' (dark red). 

Garden manager Alison Goding 
explains: "The Triumph tulip 'Jan 
Reus' starts flowering in April 
and is 50cm high, while 'Queen 
of Night' and 'Ballerina' flower in May and are 60cm 
high, so the overall display has more depth and lasts 
a bit longer." 

The tulips are in a raised bed filled with topsoil, 
mixed with garden compost and grit to improve 
drainage and bulbs are planted at a depth of three to 
four times the size of the bulb, 15cm apart. 

A cooler theme is adopted at the Dorothy Clive

Garden in Market Drayton, Shropshire (www. 
dorothyclivegarden.co.uk ), combining white tulips 
'Purissima' with masses of soft blue forget-me-nots 
and Allium 'Purple Sensation', which appear in late 
spring. 

Margaret Barry, deputy curator 
of the garden, says: "This 'cool' 
theme is pleasing on the eye due 
to the limited tones of colour. 

"The varying textures also 
make this display appealing: a 
fluffy carpet of forget-me-nots 
punctuated by strong, linear 
stems supporting symmetrical 
blooms." 

The gardeners change the bed 
every year and in spring 2014 
will be offering a vibrant display 
of 'Purple Flag', 'Christmas 
Orange' and 'Christmas Marvel' (cerise pink), with 
an underplanting of deep-blue 'Sylva' forget-me- 
nots, which don't tend to self-seed as much as other 
varieties. 

If you want ideas for stunning pots of tulips, look 
no further than Rousham in Oxfordshire (www. 
rousham.org), where you can see amazing displays of 
majestic purple tulips, interspersed with pots of white 
ones. Varieties include 'Jackpot' (purple with white 



edge), 'Snowstar' (white), 'Ronaldo' (stocky purple- 
red), 'Havran' (tall dark purple) and 'Ballade' (pink 
with white edge). 

Head gardener Ann Starling says: "I started with 
purple varieties then added others. I first staged 
the tulips in pots like this about eight years ago. I 
repeat it each year because it works, and purple is a 
different colour for spring. 

"We empty the pots of their summer plantings 
then fill them with 15-25 bulbs each. The pots are 
sometimes put into coldframes in cold weather. If you 
do shelter planted-up pots in this way be careful, as 
you have to water them." 

Square containers work as well as round pots 
for tulip displays, as visitors to Easton Ruston 


Old Vicarage in Norfolk ( www.e-ruston- 
oidvicaragegardens.co.uk) will find. Plant the bulbs in 
rows, as close as possible without the bulbs touching. 

Mixed Rembrandt tulips - so called because they 
have similar markings to the tulips painted by the 
Dutch Old Masters - are planted in layers with 
tulip 'Zurel' and 'Flaming Spring Green' to make a 
refreshing combination. 

There are many options, but grey-coloured 
containers are a good choice for pale tulip 
combinations. Generally, the larger the better but if 
fibreglass faux lead is beyond your budget, consider 
the less expensive fibreclay instead.
